Homeowners will soon, or may have 
already, received a set of forms from 
the Michigan Department of Treasury 
or local taxing unit titled “‘Affadavit 
for Homestead Exemption From Some 
School Property Taxes.” It is pari of 
the states school finance reform 
package and will have a direct effect 
on how much homeowners will pay in 
property taxes. 

On March 15, Michigan voters will 
cast their ballots to determine how 
schools will be financed. Two 
important aspects of the ballot 
proposal, if passed, will increase the 
sales tax from 4 to6 percent, and lower 
the state income tax rate to 4.4 percent.

If the proposal is turned down, sales 
tax will remain at 4 percent, but state 
income taxes will be raised to6 percent. 
Another part of education finance 
reform that will change what taxpayers 
spend, regardless of what happens to 
the ballot proposal, is how school 
millage will be levied on property.

Exemption Affidavit comes into play. 
Even filing ahomestead credit on your 
State income tax this year, you must 
complete and return the affidavit to 
receive your homestead exemption 
for the new millage rates. 


A Department of Treasury recorded 
telephone message saysif persons have 
not received your homestead 
exemption affidavit by Feb. 15, they 
should pick one up at their local

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After receiving the affidavit, read 
the instructions and fill out the form 
very carefully, so if cligible for the 
homestead exemption, the tax assessor 
will be able to adjust the taxes correctly. 
Only one homestead exemption can 
be claimed. 


“Filling out this form only takes 
about a minute-and-a-half,” said 
Amold Stancil, Grayling Township 
Supervisor. 

The homestead affidavit must 
include your property identification 
number from your previous tax bill or 
assessment notice.

Grayling High School wrestling 
coach Don Ferguson was honored for 
achieving his 200th dual mect victory 
in a ceremony during the halftime of 
the boys’ varsity basketball game last 
Friday. 

“Tt was Surprising and exciling,” he 
said. “And it was nice to sce all the 
alumni athletes there.” 

Ferguson, who is the only wrestling 
coach in GHS history, reached the 200 
mark in a come-from-bchind win 
against Rogers City on Thursday 
evening. 

Ferguson —~ who started the 
Grayling wrestling program as a club 
in 1972, then moved tt to a varsity 
sport two years later — has 
accumulated an impressive number of 
honors throughout the past 23 years.

City officials urge 
residents to let it 
flow, let faucets run 


Residents of the City of Grayling 
are being urged to go with the flow, 
and keep their water faucets running, 
according to city officials. 

City Manger Jerry Morford recently 
issued a statement, asking residents to 
let a stream of water approximaicly 
one-eight inch in diameter to run from 
taps, especially those farthest from the 
water meter on the house. 

“The stream of water should be no 
larger than required to produce a steady 
stream, as opposed toa drip,” Morford 
said in his statement. “The water should 
be feft running until further notice by 
the city, regardless of outside 
temperatures, because outdoor 
conditions do not reflect frost depth.” 


Peopie join together to find lost skier in sub-zero temperatures 


Members of the Greater Grayling 
Snowmobile Association (GGSA), the 
Crawford County Sheriff's 
Departmentand Camp Grayling joined 
forces in the early hours of Thursday, 
Feb, 10to rescue a lost skier at Hanson 
Hills. 


James Naddco, 46, a Grand Blanc 
attomey and licutenant coloncl in the 
Michigan National Guard, became 
disoriented and lost his way ona cross- 
country ski trail at Hanson Hills when 
a lens popped out of his glasses. 
Naddco had set out on the ski trail for 
ashort trip at 5:15 p.m.on Wednesday, 
Feb. 9. 


Naddeo was found shortly before 2 
a.m. by Bill Weaver of Grayling, a 
member of the GGSA, in temperatures 
which had dipped to minus 24 degrees, 
according to officials. 

Naddco’s 15-year-old son, Michael, 
expected his father to pick him up ata 
Gaylord ski resort at 7 p.m. When 
Naddeo did not arrive and more than 
two hours had passed, Michael called 
his mother, who then alerted officials 
of the Michigan State Police and at 
Camp Grayling. 

Col, Wayne Koppa, commander at 
Camp Grayling, spotted Naddco’s car 
parked at Hanson Hills at about t1 
p.m, on Feb. 9, Sheriff deputies, along 


with GGSA members Weaver, Neal 
Michal and his wife, Jo Ann, arrived 
with snowmobiles to help with the 
search, 

Rescuers failed to locate Naddco 
with their first search attempt, which 
ended atabout la.m., setting outagain 
just tS minutes later, according to 
reports. 

“They were close to him the first 
time,” said Ken Reihlc, president of 
the GGSA. “The skier said he heard 
them pass by him (on the 
snowmobiles). 

“Within the time we got the call, we 
were out there,” he added. “I’m glad 
we had the opportunity to help. I guess 


ihat is one of the things we formed for, 
not just to groom trails.” 

Weaver and Michal found Naddco 
on the trail, returning the skicr to the 
Hanson Hills Recreation Center, where 
he was treated for hypothermia and 
checked for frostbite. Naddeo was then 
transported by a North Flight 
ambulance to Grayling Hospital, where 
he was treated for minor frostbite and 
released on Thursday aftemoon, 

Koppa said Naddeo kept moving 
around to keep warm, and ironically 
had just watched a television program 
on how to prevent hypothermia, 

“Pm justreally happy,” Koppa said. 
“{ thought we had lost one.” 


“T knew I had to keep moving in 
order to avoid freezing to death, but I 
was sure glad to see those 
snowmobiles,” Naddeo said. “I fect 
very fortunate.” 

Dan Wyers, program director at 
Hanson Hilts later expressed his 
gratitude for the cooperation by the 
different organizations involved in 
finding the lost skier, 

“We will be looking at anything we 
can do to improve recreation safety, 
including cautioning users aboutskiing 
alone,” Wyers said, “and reminding 


them tolct others know where thcy are 
skiing, and when they will return.” 


Morford said extreme frost 
conditions this winter have caused 
concem about water pipes freezing 
up, prompting city officials to urge 
residents to keep their faucets turned 
on, 

Quarterly water billings to be issued 
in April will be reduced to reflect 
water used while keeping faucets 
minning. 

“People should not worry about their 
water bills,” Morford added. “Water 
and sewer bills will be adjusted for the 
water used.”

The state has allocated the MDOC 
with $1.2 billion for operation, Thatis 
37 percent of the state budget and if 
Governor Engler has his way, the 
MDOC’s budget will increase to over 
$2 billion or 50 percent of the state 
budget. 

Within the MDOC, programs that 
are needed to help rehabilitate an 
inmate are not working. For some of 
these programs there is a two year 
waiting list. That means many people 
are not getting the help that is needed 
before being released from prison.

Also, the programs are designed to 
dupe the public into believing that the 
state is doing something to help an 
inmate become a better person. 

Next is the issue of education. 
Education is the one tool that can be 
used to combat crime if it were to be 
used at its most effective level.

school attendance policy infringes on parents’ rights 


To the editor: 

Last December I wrotea letter to the 
edilor stating my belief that the 
Crawford-AuSable School District’s 
high school attendance code infringes 
on my right as a parent to decide if my 
daughter should be in school. I also 
stated at that time, that I would be 
attending the December school board 
meeting to voice my opposition to the 
policy. 

Tattended the school board meeting, 
but I was not able to publicly voice my 
concems because of another school 
policy that limits public presentations 
at school board meetings to five 
minutes. I was informed by 
Superintendent Kent Reynolds of this 
policy three hours before the December 
board meeting. J contacted board 
members, Louis Madill and Bernie 
Dosch, prior to the meeting and was 
told the time limit was adopted by the 
board to ensure that it would have time 
to complete its necessary slate of 
business at board meetings. I belicve 
the school board abused this policy 
last December, wtien it called to order, 
conducted its business, and adjourned 
the monthly meeting in approximately 
one hour so that members could move 
to Kent Reynolds’ home for their 
annual Christmas party. I had event 


statement of my concems and it was 
impossible to condense them down to 
five minutes, but] attended the meeting 
anyway. Board president Bernic 
Doschasked me to submit my concerns 
in writing to the board, which | did, 
and a mecting with she and Mr. 
Reynolds was scheduled for two days 
later. I was also asked to participate in 
a review of the attendance code this 
spring, which I accepted. 

I requested that the mecting with 
Mrs. Dosch and Mr. Reynolds be held 
in my home. It was my hope that by 
visiting my home they might realize 


that Crawford-AuSable “students” are 
also children who live with families 
like ours, a fact I belicve is often 
forgotten by our school officials. I’m 
afraid our two-hour meeting 
accomplished very litthe, with Dosch 
and Reynolds expounding on the 
virtucs of the policy and me repeating 
thereasons! belicve the code’s rigidity 
infringes on my rights as a parent and 
treats students as cattle and not 
individuals with differing abilities. 
When the mccting ended I was 
completely frustrated, wondering 
what, ifany, options were stillavailable 
to me to fight the continuance of this 
policy. In addition to the local school 
board and school officials, I have 
contacted State Rep. Allen Lowe, State 
Sen. John Pridnia’s office, the 
Michigan Department of Education, 
county assistant prosecuting attomey, 
David Sabin, and county prosecuting 
attorney, John Huss, in an effort to 
Icarn what my parental rights are within 
Michigan public schools. 1 am still 
awaiting areply from the Department 
of Education, but it appears this 
attendance code comes under 
Michigan law protecting “local 
control” of individual school districts 
and that there is nothing [can do alone 
to protect my daughter from its 
unreasonable restrictions, 

I believe it is unconscionable that 
school administrators or board 
members would approve an attendance 
code that would allow 18 weeks (one 
semester or 1/2 a year) of academic 
credit to be withheld from hard 
working students because they missed 
more than 12 school days during a 
semester. also believe parents should 
have the right to excuse their children 
from school because of itIness without 
having to have these absences validated 
by a physician. Absences because of 
illness should not be limited. I also 
believe absences should only be a 


concern to school administrators if 
and when the absences cause a problem 
with academic achievement. In my 
opinion, the current high school 
aliendance cade is based on the premise 
that the parents of Grayling High 
School students are incapable of 
making intelligent decisions regarding 
their children’s schoo! attendance, 
making it necessary for the district to 
intercede and limit their authority, 

For years I] have supported our 
schools, believing its adminiswators 
and school board were working for the 
best interest of my children. I wusted 
them, butnotanymore. Thisattendance 
code and a series of negative 
experiences have caused me to 
question the motives of our school’s 
teachers, administrators, and school 
board members, 

Nearly every time I contact the 
school about a problem I am met with 
defensive teachers or administrators. 
Several times they were outright rude. 
The district claims to encourage 
parents to be a part of their children’s 
education, but I have learned this only 1 
applies to parents who agree with them. 
Each time] have differed with teachers 
or administrators, as in the case of the 
attendance code, I find my opinions 
unwelcomed at the least. I went to 
Principal Raddatz, Assistant Principal 
Laser, and then Superintendent 
Reynolds. When communications 
broke down with — school 
administrators, I tried to go to the 


school board. It’s been overstx weeks gaaum 
since I submitted by concerns about fi 
the attendance code to school board Hae 
members, and I have yet to hear from """ 


a single member. 

After my first letter appeared in the 
Avalanche, I received more than two 
dozen telephone calls from parents 
who also believe the code is too 
restrictive. Now, I am asking high 
school parents who oppose this code

YOUR SOCIAL SECURITY 


oi Charles Tinsley 


When you file a claim for Social 
Security benefits, we’re going to ask 
you for documents to help us decide 
whether you're eligible, and if you 
are, when your bencfits will begin, 
For example, if you are retiring, we'll 
ask {o see your birth certificate. If 
your spouse is filing too, we generally 
need his or her birth certificate and we 
also need birth certificates for any 
children who are eligible for benefits. 
If you’ re filing for survivor’s benefits, 
we'll need to see the deceased death 
certificate. 

Regardless of the documents we 
necd, it’s important that they are the 
originals or certified copies. We can’t 
accept a photocopy unless the official 
custodian of the original document 
certifies that it is an exact copy of the 
original, 

If you don’t have the document we 
need, there are other kinds of records 
that may be.acceptable. If you don’t 
have a birth certificate, for example, 
you may have a religious record of 
your birth. The general rulc is that the 
sooner in life your document was 
recorded, the more accurate it is. For 
example, we would consider a school 
record to be better evidence of your 
age than a voter’s registration. 

Since many people file their claims 
by telephone, we ask them to mail the 
documents tous. Wecertify and return 
the documents soon after we reccive 
them, While most people don’t mind 
mailing their birth certificate or 
marriage certificate, a Claimant may 
be reluctant to mail a personal record 
such as a family Bible or a document 
he or she has had for many years. [i 
that case, the claimant can file the 
claim by telephone and then take the 
documentto the Social Security office 
where someone onthe staff will certify 
that the evidence is acceptable.
